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INTRODUCTION 
This is Volume 2 of Two Hundred Forty Years: Biographical Sketches of our Roberts Ancestors 


from Edward Roberts of Clark County, Kentucky to the Present. As noted in Volume 1, Edward is 
the earliest Roberts ancestor I can reliably trace. He was born over 240 years ago (bef. 1780) and 


is first positively identified in Clark County, Kentucky in 1800 when he married Rose Stewart. I 
have found no definitive record of him prior to 1800. Unsourced Roberts histories and biographical 
sketches provide conflicting accounts - (1) he was either born in the British Isles in general, or 
Wales or Yorkshire, United Kingdom in particular, and emigrated to America, possibly with a foster 
family named Whitam, or (2) he was born in America, possibly in Maryland or Virginia, of Welsh 
immigrants. Much more research is needed! 
Beginning with Edward, there have been nine generations of his descendants, including my 

children and grandchildren. The first six generations of direct ancestors and their siblings, from

Volume 1 contains biographical sketches of the first three generations, from Edward through 
Quintilla Roberts. This Volume 2 contains biographical sketches for the ancestors in Generations 4 
through 6, from John W. through Mary Louise Roberts. Each biography tells the complete story of 
that ancestor from their birth until their death, and sometimes beyond if records were available. 
Therefore, you will find much of the early history of siblings is repeated nearly verbatim, with their 
stories finally diverging into their unique histories generally in their late teens to early 20s. In this 
way, each biography is as complete as possible and could be extracted without losing any details of 
that ancestor's story. 

Throughout both Volumes, when it is necessary to clarify which individual is being discussed, 
their name will be followed by a subscript of the individual's Arabic numeral from the above 
lineage, enclosed in brackets (e.g. Henry S.j18j)). When a descendant of Edward is mentioned who is 
not in this lineage, the name of that individual will be followed by a list of his/her direct ancestors 
back to Edward. For example, the lineage for Orpha (Roberts) Blount is noted as (Orpha (Roberts) 
Blount > Jason Lee Roberts > John Roberts;14] > John S. Robertsy4; > Edward Roberts). 

After Edward's marriage in Clark County, Kentucky, the family migrated to Ripley County, 
Indiana in the late 1810s and from there, his descendants spread out across Indiana, mostly in 
Ripley, Switzerland, Jefferson and Decatur Counties, as well as Illinois and Iowa. My great 
grandfather, Isaac Henry Roberts (1863-1950), migrated from Indiana to Kansas in the 1860s and 
from there, my grandfather, Lloyd William Roberts (1897-1981) migrated to Texas then to 


Oklahoma. The Robertses have called Oklahoma home since the early 1940s.

Images of many of the documents referenced are included in a list of Figures after each 
individual's biography. Appendices follow the Figures where other information is included that does 
not fit easily into the main text, for example transcripts of lengthy documents such as probate 
records. 

This Volume 2 also includes four Appendices of supplemental family records and information to 
ensure they are preserved. Appendix A includes scans of photographs from a photo album believed 
to have belonged to Jeremiah Roberts. Appendix B includes photographs from an album that 
belonged to Isaac Henry and his wife, Clara (Shrader) Roberts. Appendix C contains scans of 
original family bible records from our Covey, Davis, and Zilhart ancestors on my paternal 
grandmother's (Louise Gay Roberts) side. Due to my interest in the military history of my 
ancestors, Appendix D contains brief summaries of the military service of direct ancestors, on both 
paternal and maternal sides, from the French and Indian War to the Civil War.

John is the oldest of four children born to Williami::; and Sarah (Christie) Roberts; however, 
there are discrepancies with his date of birth. According to his headstone and obituaries, John was 


born 30 Dec 1848 in Ripley County, Indiana. His death certificate states his age at death was 51 


years, 8 months, 10 days, placing his birth on 31 Dec 1848, and that he was born in Ripley County, 
Indiana. His cemetery burial record states his date of birth as 1 Jan 1849 in Ripley County.! 

John's father taught school for several years in his younger years before devoting his full time 
to farming. The 1850 census shows Williamrii), Sarah, and John living in Shelby Township, Ripley 
County, Indiana, where William was a farmer. John lived at home into his early adult life, 
presumably doing what most children did at that time - helping with chores around the farm and 
attending school. By 1860, the family had migrated to Adams Township in Decatur County, 
Indiana, where John is identified as having attended school in the past year and his father 
continued farming. Sometime during this ten year period between 1850 and 1860, John's only 
sister was born. Little is known of this child except that she was the only daughter of William and 
Sarah, and passed away in infancy, according to their obituaries. While we do not know precisely 
her dates of birth and death, we can make some educated guesses.??/^^ 

John was born nine months after his parents married. Their second son, George Lucaspaj, was 
not born for 11 more years, in 1860. In the mid-1800s, this was a rather long time between 
children, thus it seems likely this daughter was born sometime between John W. and George, 
which I have estimated as abt. 1855. She is not listed in the 1860 census, so we can presume she 
was not alive at that time. Since this young child passed away in infancy, she was likely much 
younger than this nearly-five year period suggests, possibly only a few days to a few months old. 

In 1870, the family was still living on the farm in Adams Township. The census does not identify 
John as having attended school during the past year so, at 21 years of age, it appears he had 
completed his education. No information is available, however, of the level of education he had 
received. 

Presumably, John continued to live at home until he married Sarah Jane Anspach in Decatur 
County, Indiana on 6 Feb 1879. Ten months later, their first child, daughter Tressvylian, was born. 
The 1880 census shows the Roberts family in Adams Township. John's occupation is identified as a 
farmer, while Sarah was busy keeping house and raising Tressa, who we find had a mental health 
disorder. 7,8,9 

By 1883, it appears John had given up farming, and moved his family to Lebanon, Boone 


County, Indiana where John sold Singer sewing machines. It was here that children Candace,

Clyde, and Leon were born. In May 1892, 
the Roberts family returned to Decatur 
County, Indiana, taking up residence in 
Greensburg, where the youngest child, 
daughter Glenna, was born in May 1893. 
John continued in the Singer sewing machine 
business through at least 1896. Typhoid 
fever struck the Roberts household in late 
1896 through the first few months of 1897, 
causing extreme sickness in the

historian called the "great awakening in education." One of the final steps in strengthening the 
common school system was the enactment of Indiana's compulsory education law in 1897. With 
some exceptions, "[t]his statute made it mandatory for parents and guardians to send all children 
under their control who were between the ages of eight and fourteen to either public or private 
schools for twelve consecutive weeks or more per year. Truant, or attendance, officers were 
appointed to enforce the act." 

Exceptions to compulsory education were provided for children with certificates showing they 
had completed eight years of work in the common schools, those who were physically or mentally 
incapacitated, and those who lived more than two miles from the nearest public school. Truant 
officers were appointed by city and county superintendents of schools each year, at a pay of two 
dollars per day of actual service. Other provisions of the act provided for books and clothing for 
poor children and the establishment of "Parental Homes" where incorrigible and truant children 12 
years of age and under could be sent with the consent of local school officials and the parent or 


guardian.

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John W. Roberts - Decatur County Truant Officer 

In response to the compulsory education law, Decatur County was divided into three school 
districts. In 1897, John was appointed truant officer for the First District, which included the City of 
Greensburg and Washington Township. John wasted no time enforcing the law, filing the first 
truancy case in Decatur County on 5 Oct 1897 against Henry Miller and William Lee "who 
obstinately refused to send their children to school." They both pled guilty. Their cases were 
continued indefinitely by agreeing to enroll their children in school. In the first year of the 
compulsory education law, John brought 110 pupils into public schools in Decatur County and 
received a total compensation of $134.00. John was reappointed truant officer in 1898.116 

The 1900 census shows John and his family renting a home on East Main Street in Greensburg, 
Decatur County, Indiana. John's occupation is listed as life insurance agent. Nearly three months 
after the census enumeration, he passed away at his home at 3:00 a.m., 10 Sep 1900. His death 
certificate states he died of "intestinal indigestion" due to "non-assimilation of food." Newspaper 
accounts of his death state he had been in poor health for several years due to pulmonary troubles 
and his death was caused by consumption. His obituary notes he had been an "organ and piano 
agent," and was a pleasant, unassuming gentleman who bore the respect of all. He was buried at 
the South Park Cemetery in Greensburg, Indiana on 11 Sep 1900.!718/19,20 


Roberts Family Burial Plot 

On 13 Sep 1900, John's wife, Sarah, purchased a plot in the South Park Cemetery which would 
become the burial location for both of John's parents, as well as himself, his wife, and two of their 
children, Tressa and Clyde. The plot is laid out with a large family marker identifying the birth and 
death dates of John's parents, William and Sarah Roberts. То the right of that are four small 
markers, identifying the graves of Tressa, Clyde, Sarah and John. To the left are two small markers 
with the initials W. R. and S. C. R. engraved, the headstones of John's parents, William and Sarah

Little is known of this young girl except that she was the only daughter of Willia mum and Sarah 
(Christie) Roberts, and was probably their second child. Four sources provide what we Know. 2,864 

e Her father's obituary notes that his "daughter was called away in infancy." 

e Her mother's obituary states her daughter died in infancy. She is not mentioned in the 
obituaries of her three brothers. 

e The 1900 census for Washington Township, Decatur County, Indiana shows her mother, 
Sarah, living with son, George Lucas Roberts;24], and notes that Sarah had given birth to 
four children, but only three were living. 

e Finally, a biographical sketch of George Lucas Roberts states that William and Sarah Roberts 
had four children, with the only daughter dying in childhood. 

While her dates of birth and death are not known, we can make some educated guesses. Her 
parents had their first child, John W. г22], in 1849, ten months after their marriage. Their second 
son, George Lucas, was not born for 11 more years, in 1860. In the mid-1800s, this was a rather 
long time between children, thus it seems likely this daughter was born sometime between John W. 
and George Lucas, which I have estimated as abt. 1855. She is not listed in the 1860 census, so 
we can presume she was not alive at that time. Given that William'sji1; and Sarah's obituaries note 
she passed in infancy, she was likely much younger than this nearly-five year period suggests, 
possibly only a few days to a few months old. 

Her place of birth and death are not positively known. According to the 1850 census, her 
parents were living in Ripley County, Indiana and by 1860, had moved to Decatur County, Indiana. 


We can conclude her birth and death were probably in one of these counties.»

Born on his father's farm on 19 Nov 1860 in Adams Township, Decatur County, Indiana, George 
was the third child of Williami::; and Sarah (Christie) Roberts. The 1850 census shows William, 
Sarah, and George's brother, John W.r22;, living in Shelby Township, Ripley County, Indiana, where 
William was a farmer. By 1860, the family had migrated to Adams Township in Decatur County, 
Indiana - George's birthplace.

In the mid-1800s, 
this was a rather long time between children, thus it seems likely this daughter was born sometime 
between John and George, which I have estimated as abt. 1855. She is not listed in the 1860 
census, so we can presume she was not alive at that time. Since this young child passed away in 
infancy, she was likely much younger than this nearly-five year period suggests, possibly only a 
few days to a few months old. 

Growing up, George probably spent much of his youth 
helping with farm chores. The 1870 census for Adams 
Township does not identify George as having attended 
school during the past year, even though he was nine 
years old; however, other sources state he received his 
education in both common and private schools. Education 
was extremely important to George, possibly because of 
his father's influence since he taught school for several 
years in his younger years before devoting his full time to 
farming. 

In 1878, at the age of 18 and before completing high 
school, George began his teaching career at a one-room 
district school near Greensburg, Indiana. Soon, George 
became the principal of the elementary school. He married 
Olive A. Lynch in Greensburg on his 24th birthday, 19 Nov

College and Teaching Career 

George may have been the first of Edward Roberts'[1] descendants to attend college. In about 
1890, George began his studies at Indiana University (IU) in Bloomington, after concluding his 
term as principal of the Greensburg elementary school. He attended summer school at IU in 1893, 
then began his senior year that fall. He was offered the position of Principal at Greensburg High 
School for 1894, but declined because he intended to complete his coursework at IU. He received 
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his B.A. in Botany from the IU College of Liberal Arts in 1894, and was appointed instructor and 
assistant professor of botany for the spring and summer terms of 1894.8,2/10,11,12,13,14 

After college, George returned to Greensburg to continue teaching. He purchased a home on 
Michigan Avenue and brought his mother, Sarah (Christie) Roberts, to live with the family. He 
became the Superintendent of the Greensburg Schools in 1897 and served in that capacity until 
1901. The family then moved to Frankfort, Indiana where George was Superintendent of the 
Frankfort Schools from 1901-1903. He then accepted the position of Superintendent of the Muncie, 
Indiana Schools in 1903, a position he held until 1908. His residence in Muncie was 319 West 
Adams Street. In 1905, he sold the Michigan Avenue home to the First Methodist Episcopal Church 
for $2,500 so it could be converted into the parsonage for the church minister.15/16/17,18,19,20,21 

When George resigned as Superintendent in Greensburg in 1901 to accept the same position in 
Frankfort, he did so under a three-year contract at a salary of $1,800. He was offered the same 
position the previous year at a salary of $1,600 and did not accept. His final report to the 
Greensburg School Board noted that the schools are "in a very healthful, prosperous condition" but 
that improvements are needed. "A school cannot fill its high mission by running along in the same 
old channels year after year. It must grow and the new demands constantly being made upon it 
must be considered carefully in order that all changes may be evolutionary and progressive rather 
than revolutionary and retrogressive." The School Board noted that George's "scholarly attainments 
have inspired a love of learning among our youth. Prof. Roberts carries with him...the profound 
respect of our entire city, the love of his pupils, the best wishes and Godspeed of this community." 
His resignation as Superintendent of Frankfort Schools to accept the same position at Muncie 
resulted іп a salary increase from $2,000 to $3,000.22,23,24,25 

During his tenure in Muncie, one example of his deep concern for his students became evident. 
During the evening of 7 Mar 1905, three 16-year-old boys broke into the high school, destroying 
many books. George filed charges against all three, who subsequently pled guilty to malicious 


trespass and fined $9.30 each. When he learned one of the boys was a Muncie high school student

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who had a good reputation and made good grades, he decided to not expel that student, letting the 


$9.30 fine serve as punishment enough.26 


Purdue University and Beyond 

In 1908, George was appointed Professor of Industrial Education at Purdue University, 
necessitating he and his family moving to Lafayette, Tippecanoe County, Indiana, where George 
remained through at least 1935. He and Olive are found residing at 421 University Street in the 
1911 Lafayette City Directory, and by 1926 had moved to 903 5th Street. Olive passed away 2 Apr 
1929 at St. Elizabeth Hospital in Lafayette due to "embolus following surgery for "acilis (sic, 
probably ascites) caused by cirrhosis of the liver."27:28,29,30,31,32,33,34,35,36 

After a distinguished career spanning five decades since he first taught in that one-room school 
at the age of 18, George retired from Purdue on 30 Jun 1931; however, this was not the end of his 
career. He became an Emeritus professor of education and served as an advisor in teacher 
guidance and placement for the Department of Education, continuing his influence on the 
Department and its students for several more years. George's "role as an organizer and his 
prestige in professional activities beyond the boundaries of the campus helped give Purdue an 
outstanding reputation in teacher training and educational psychology from the beginning."37:38 

Sometime between 1935 and 1940, George fully retired and moved to Kansas City, Kansas 
where he is found in the 1940 census with his daughter and son-in-law, Miriam and Robbin Smiley, 
and their children, Dorothy and George. Their address was 6415 Sagamore Road in what is now 
Mission Hills, Kansas.??/^9 

At 81 years of age, George passed away on 26 Feb 1941 at the Providence Hospital in Kansas 
City, Kansas where he had been admitted for six months. His causes of death were hypostatic 
pneumonia due to myocardosis and coronary sclerosis, general arteriosclerosis and hypertension. 
His funeral was held on 28 Feb 1941 at the Howe Funeral Home in Greensburg, Indiana. Reverend 
T. L. Williams of the Trinity Methodist Church of Lafayette officiated the service where he described 
George as "an overflowing soul that fed, encouraged, inspired and built character in the lives of his 


students. So it was to his friends and collaborators in society, school and church. He was a life

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crowned with great achievements." He was buried 28 Feb 1941 at the South Park Cemetery in 
Greensburg, Indiana with his wife, Olive.41,42,43,44,45 

When not involved in his educational responsibilities at Purdue, George was active in church 
and community affairs. He was editor for the Indiana Educator-Journal, the forerunner of the 
present day Indiana Teacher. In 1886, he became a charter member of Greensburg Lodge, No. 
148, Knights of Pythias, in which he had filled all the chairs. He served for two years as district 
deputy grand chancellor, and chairman of the committee on foreign correspondence in the grand 
lodge. In 1890, he and his brother, Isaaci2s), helped organize a Knights of Pythias lodge in 
Versailles, Indiana. He was described as a highly cultured, scholarly man, genial in his manners 


and a fine conversationalist.46,47,48,49 


Summary of Professional Accomplishments 

In the early 1900s, Indiana state school officials were questioning whether or not adequate 
provisions were being made for secondary education, as only about 20% of students who 
completed 8th grade graduated high school. Furthermore, over 20% of the teachers in Indiana did 
not hold a college degree, had no supervised training in the classroom, and those few students who 
attended college were not adequately prepared. In 1907, the Indiana legislature passed a law 
requiring all teachers, elementary and secondary, to be high school graduates. Additionally, all high 
school teachers had to have at least 12 hours of college credit before teaching high school and 
eventually obtain a college degree. Passage of the law was the immediate cause for establishing a 
Department of Education at Purdue. In 1908, the President of Purdue University, Winthrop E. 
Stone, appointed George as Professor of Industrial Education in the new Department of Education, 
describing George as a "student of the science of education." His salary was $2,250 per year. For 
six years, he was the entire Department. Eventually, legislation was passed enabling Purdue to hire 
more faculty beginning in 1914 when, due to George's efforts, he obtained the cooperation of the 
School of Agriculture to train teachers in vocational agriculture.°° 

George had a passion for education, both to improve his own and to improve the educational 
system in Indiana. During the summers, he attended the Columbia University Teacher's College in 
New York City taking courses in educational psychology, history, philosophy of education, and 


school administration. He had a keen interest in teaching adolescents, so one summer he attended

of Education and Agricultural Extension was the means he used to 
meet the demand for vocational instruction in agriculture and home economics in public schools. 
Through this effort, Purdue's School of Agriculture began, in 1914, to train Indiana's future public 
school teachers in vocational agriculture and vocational home economics. George also served as 
editor of the Indiana Educational Journal, forerunner of today's Indiana Teacher, helping him to 
become well-known to the teachers of Іпаіапа.56 

At Purdue, George was described as tall and handsome, wearing pince-nez glasses, his gray 
hair parted in the middle. He had a confident persona, pleasing personality and dressed 
immaculately - highly polished shoes and pressed clothes. His voice was low-pitched and he 
exhibited a very deliberate manner. He was somewhat formal and reserved and while he could be 
stern when needed, he was generally a kind and pleasant man. Because of his dignity, 
mannerisms, and authoritative bearing, his students affectionately called him "Daddy" Roberts. His 
views on childrearing also entered into his lessons. While speaking to a class at Purdue studying 
the psychology of personality, George stated that "too many doting relatives are a wonderful 


handicap to a child." He noted that with most children, spoiling begins within 24 hours of birth and

Throughout his career in education, George worked tirelessly to improve the educational system 
in Indiana. The following are but a few of his many accomplishments. 
e 1880 - chosen as Secretary of the Adams Township Teachers“ Institute, which was 
organized on 25 Sep 1880.9? 
e 1895-1900 - conducted a summer normal school for the training of teachers and reviewing 
the work and methods of teaching.9! 
e 1903 - elected as a member of the Executive Committee of the Indiana State Teachers' 
Association.9? 
e 1917 - selected as President of the Indiana State Teacher's Association and served as a 
faculty member of the Chicago University summer school program.93/64,65 
e 1918 - petitioned to charter a Kappa Delta Pi (KDP) chapter at Purdue. KDP is an honorary 
educational society. The application was approved by the other six KDP chapters, leading to 
Purdue's Eta Chapter charter on 11 Jun 1919. He was very influential and held important 
leadership positions in both local and national positions in the formative years of Kappa 
Delta Pi. George was the Chapter Counselor for many years, at least until 1935. In 1927 he 
served as the Eta Chapter delegate to the national convention. In 1928, via special election, 
he became the first KDP Executive Counselor. In an Eta Chapter report from about 1928, it 
was written that "the members of this chapter are unable to express in words their pleasure 
in having Professor George L. Roberts as chapter counselor.

HON WILLIAM CUNBACK Е M 


In the life history of the Hon. William 
Cumback, a prominent and loved citizen of 
Greensburg. there is much of interest and 
inspiration, both to the old and young. 
Temperance and sound common-sense hav- 
ing guided him in his daily habits since his 
boyhood, he now finds himself, though just 
across the border line of “three-score and 
ten," in the enjoyment of unimpaired vigor 
of mind and body, and with promise of 
many years of usefulness. Probably no 
citizen of the great state of Indiana has 
been more widely known for the past forty 
years or more, and certain it ts that there 
are few of her native-born sons of whom 
she has more reason to be proud. 

His parents, John and Elsie Cumback, 
who came to this state from New Jersey. 
about 1820, were among the pioneers of 
Franklin county, where they cleared and 
improved a small farm. They were up- 
right, industrious people, respected by 
every one, but their means were small and 
they could do but little in the way of giv- 
ing their children educational opportuni- 
ties or financial assistance. William Cum- 
back was born in this humble though happy 
home, March 24, 1829, and as soon as he

or noncommissioned grade. In that eight-year period, the number 
of Indiana high schools had increased fourfold. 

State school officials questioned whether, because of the lack 
of high schools, adequate provisions for secondary education were 
being made in Indiana. They were also highly critical of what they 
termed the “‘wretched” academic and college-oriented instruc- 
tion given in many of the smaller high schools. Another problem 
was retaining Indiana youngsters in high school. A total of 21,168 
graduates of the common schools in 1907 were ready for high 
school, but the number of graduates from commissioned high 
schools in Indiana that same year was only 4,627; that is, about 
one in five of those who completed the cighth grade also fin- 
ished high school. 

To head Purdue's education program, Stone 
George L. Roberts as professor of industrial education, and for 
six years, Roberts was the Department of Education until 1914 
when the Vocational Act of 1913 made it financially feasible to 
employ additional faculty. 

Roberts was forty-seven when he came to Purdue and had 
had twenty-seven years’ experience in education as a teacher, prin- 
cipal, and superintendent in Indiana public schools. A Decatur 
County farm boy, Roberts began as a teacher in a one-room school 
near Greensburg before he had graduated from high school. He 
later qualified for entry into the College of Liberal Arts at Indiana 
University and got a bachelor of arts degree at the age of twenty- 
four. He returned to Greensburg, taught in that community’s school 
system, and advanced from teacher to principal to superintendent. 
From Greensburg, he went to Frankfort as superintendent of 
schools and later to the same position in the Muncie public schools. 
During the summer months, Roberts studied educational 
psychology at both Clark University and Columbia and 
ly earned a master's diploma in education from the Teachers 
College at Columbia. Two years after joining the Purdue faculty, 
he received a degree from Purdue. 

Stone described him to the board of trustees as a “‘student 
of the science of education.” Though Roberts did not publish a 
great number of scholarly papers, he was busy as an administrator 
and organizer; he taught five classes himself. He was a good selec- 
tion as first head of the department. Known among students as 
Daddy“ Roberts, he carried off his academic role with aplomb 
and confidence. More than six feet tall, he parted his thick, silvery 
hair in the middle, wore pince-nez glasses, and was always im- 
peccably dressed. But his role as an organizer and his prestige in 
professional activities beyond the boundaries of the campus helped

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give Purdue an outstanding reputation in teacher training and 
educational psychology from the beginning. 


In 1907, engineering dean W. F. M. Goss resigned to become 
engineering dean at the University of Illinois. In his twenty-eight 
years at Purdue, Goss had shaped Purdue undergraduate engineer- 
ing from literally nothing in an unimproved basement in old 
Science Hall into a national educational treasure. In that effort, 
he always had thc full backing and contagious enthusiasm of 
President Smart, and he may have felt he had much less than that 
under Stone. At the least, there seems little doubt that Stone did 
not support engineering in the fashion of Smart. Goss was a 
popular teacher, but he had no love for its inevitable routine and 
much preferred to spend his hours in experimentation and 
research. Despite his own feeling that he perhaps was no longer 
appreciated, Goss was so highly respected that Stone accepted 
without question his only recommendation for his successor. He 
was Charles Henry Benjamin who had been head of mechanical 
engineering. 

Benjamin functioned leisurely and amiably, practiced the art 
of the possible with great success, and carried on the heritage 
established by Goss with a sense of humor and humanity. Indeed, 
he introduced himself as the new dean to an audience of faculty 
and students with a hilarious talk on what the world would be 
like were it run by the efficiency experts. Benjamin wrote poetry 
and mystery fiction and was a water colorist of gallery quality. 
Many of his works, however, when they did not grace the walls 
of his West Lafayette friends, wound up in Benjamin's own 
bonfires. 

As the second engineering dean, Benjamin held several other 
responsible posts on the campus with, as the late Professor 
R. G. Dukes, head of applied mechanics, put it, “‘scandalous ineffi- 
ciency, by the standards of some engineers.” Dukes was the scholar 
who, like Benjamin, had come to Purdue from Case Institute of 
Technology (now Case Western University). Dukes went on to 
become the university 's first graduate dean and was a good friend 
of Benjamin. 

Despite Benjamin’s easy administrative style, engineering 
flourished just as it had under Goss. In 1911, for example, the 
School of Chemical Engineering was founded to meet growing 
needs of a new and thriving United States industry. It had fiery 
Harry C. Peffer as its first head and seventy-nine students when

Isaac was born 15 Маг 1863 as the fourth, and youngest, child of Williamrı1ı and Sarah 
(Christie) Roberts. His birth was near the unincorporated community of Adams, Decatur County, 
Indiana, probably on his father's farm. His father taught school for several years in his younger 
years before devoting his full time to farming. We know Isaac's brother, George Lucasj24)], attended 
common and private schools in his youth, and it would not be surprising if Isaac did, too.1,2 
Prior to Isaac's birth, the Roberts family was living in Shelby Township, Ripley County, Indiana, 
where Isaac's father was a farmer. By 1860, the family had migrated to Adams Township in 
Decatur County, Indiana - Isaac's birthplace. Sometime during this ten year period, Isaac's only 


sister was born. Little is known of this child except that she was the only daughter of his parents,

Williami1] and Sarah, and passed away in infancy. While we do not know precisely her dates of 
birth and death, we can make some educated guesses.?/^? 

Brother John;j22; was born in 1848 and Сеогдегај was born 11 years later. In the mid-1800s, 
this was a rather long time between children, thus it seems likely this daughter was born sometime 
between John and George, which I have estimated as abt. 1855. She is not listed in the 1860 
census, so we can presume she was not alive at that time. Since this young child passed away in 
infancy, she was likely much younger than this nearly-five year period suggests, possibly only a 
few days to a few months old. 

The 1870 and 1880 census for Adams Township both show Isaac attended school during the 
previous year. It appears he graduated high school, as he attended Central Normal College in 
Danville, Hendricks County, Indiana during the 1882-1883 term, then returned to Adams Township 
where he began a teaching career that spanned approximately 13 уеаг<.° 78 

One of the first schools in which Isaac taught after returning from Central Normal College was 
the St. Paul, Indiana High School, in Adams Township. He resigned from that position in Sep 1891 
due to his father's death, and began teaching at the Downeyville, Indiana School in Adams 
Township on 21 Sep 1891, where he remained through the 1895-1896 school year. At the October 
1895 Adams Township teacher's meeting, Isaac gave a lesson on geography. At the November 
1895 and February 1896 meetings, he led discussions about Shakespeare.?/10/11,12,13,14,15,16,17 

In 1886, Isaac's brother, Georgerpa, became a charter member of the Knights of Pythias Lodge 
No. 148 at Greensburg, Indiana. Isaac may have also joined around this time, as he and George 
helped organize a Knights of Pythias lodge in Versailles, Indiana in 1890.19/1? 

On 23 Dec 1893, in Cloud County, Kansas, Isaac obtained a license to marry Clarissa "Clara" 


Lillian Shrader, and their marriage took place on 25 Dec 1893 in Clara's Cloud County home. Isaac

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and Clara then returned to Isaac's home in Adams Township, where he continued his teaching 
career.?0;21,22,23 

How Isaac and Clara met is not known. Clara was 
born in Washington County, Ohio on 26 Nov 1866. 
The Shrader family migrated to Cloud County, 
Kansas sometime between 1871, when Clara's 
brother, Ira Parker Shrader, was born in Fairfield, 
Washington County, Ohio, and 1875, when the 
family is shown in the Cloud County census. Clara is 
not identified as a student in any of the Central 
Normal College catalogues, nor have I found any 
other record that would suggest she was ever in 
Decatur County, Indiana. Isaac appears to have lived 
continuously in Decatur County, Indiana between 
1883, when he left Central Normal College, and 


1896, as evidenced by his teaching record.

Even though Isaac appears to have been a successful teacher in Adams Township for several 
years, he and Clara decided to pull up stakes and move to where Clara had established her roots - 
Arion Township, Cloud County, Kansas - in Dec 1896, just three months before their oldest son, 
Lloyd Williamr2s] was born. Why they moved is not known, but with a journey of over 700 miles 
ahead of them by horse and buggy, and Clara about six months pregnant, they must have had a 
good reason to sell their belongings and make what must have been a difficult journey. After 
arriving in Cloud County, Isaac took up farming as they prepared to welcome their first child.27:28 

I have found no record indicating whether Isaac purchased or rented property upon arriving in 
Cloud County or if he and Clara moved in with Clara's parents. On 25 Feb 1899, however, Isaac 
purchased 120 acres of land in Arion Township for $2,500 from Marcus L. and Matilda A. Chaplin, 
described as the N/2, SW/4 and SW/4, SW/4 of Section 1, T7S, R4W, Cloud County, Kansas. The

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land was situated next to Clara's father's property. According to the 1900 Arion Township census, 
Isaac owned a home, which was mortgaged at that time.29,30,31,32,33 

In 1904, Isaac ran on the republican ticket for Arion Township Treasurer and was elected to 
that position. He won reelection in 1906. Politically, Isaac may have been rather conservative in his 
beliefs, as he appears to have supported the prohibition movement. While living in Arion Township, 
he sent a letter to brother Georger24] which, in closing, said "Mrs. Nation has been ridiculed a great 
deal but she has done more good for the temperance cause than all the laws and officers we have 
ever had. Saloons are being closed in all parts of the State."34,35,36,37 

Isaac and Clara sold their Arion Township property on 18 Mar 1909 to J. F. Holding for $7,500, 
with the stipulation that the property would be delivered to Mr. Holding within 30 days. On 10 Apr 
1909, Isaac purchased 160 acres of land in Pomona Township, Franklin County, Kansas for 
$10,000 from John N. and Hattie A. Fanning. The land was comprised of the SW/4 of Section 33, 
T16S, Range 18E in Franklin County. The land is located at the northeast corner of what is now 
State Highway 68 and Delaware Road. His farming consisted of growing various grains, grasses, 
and hay; raising dairy cattle to produce butter and milk for sale; raising chickens to produce eggs 
for sale; and raising various forms of livestock - cattle for sale, horses, mules, pigs, and lambs. 
Water for the farm was provided by a 60-foot deep, windmill-powered water well. Isaac’s corn 
crops seemed to be especially good. His Boone County White Corn captured first place at the 
Franklin County and Hutchison State Fair Corn Contests in 1913 and 1914, and the Franklin County 
Corn Contest in 1915. Financially, Isaac seems to have been fairly successful with his farming, as 


the Roberts home was mortgaged when it was purchased, but by 1915 had been paid

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Isaac did not devote himself solely to farming, however. In 1911, he was chosen as the 
Pomona School District treasurer and he served as President of the Pomona Farmers' Institute from 
1913 ta 19155 

Even though Isaac was involved in his Cloud and Franklin County communities, he seems to 
have never forgotten his roots back in Indiana and stayed up with the local news back home. He 
maintained a subscription to the Greensburg (IN) Standard newspaper through at least 1907, and 
probably several years beyond. It also seems quite evident he was very well known and respected 
around Adams Township, Indiana as they certainly did not appear to forget about him. In 1923, he 
notified the North Side Literary Society of Adams Township regretting he would not be able to 
attend the Society reunion; however, he was able to attend the 1924 reunion. As late as 1924, one

About Aug 1949, Isaac developed stomach cancer and apparently became so ill by early 1950 
that his son, Lloyd,26], brought him to Oklahoma City, Oklahoma to care for him. Isaac 
subsequently passed away at Lloyd's home on 3 May 1950. Isaac's funeral was held at the McVey 
Mortuary in Ottawa, Kansas on 5 May 1950, with burial at the Highland Cemetery next to 
Clara. 70,71,72 

He died intestate, his only property being his farm. Son Lloyd filed a petition for probate in the 
Franklin County, Kansas Probate Court on 28 Mar 1952 and on 3 May 1952, that property was 
conveyed to Isaac’s sons, Lloyd and Max,27), in equal shares. In May 1962, Lloyd conveyed his half 
to Max and his wife, as sole owners.”3,74 

In a letter to his niece, Candace (Roberts) Shepherd, shortly before his death, Isaac wrote, "I 
have had a long life and I have lived it as I wanted to live it and have no regrets. If I had to live it 


over I would probably live it as I have lived it."7°

During the late 1800s, it was common for young people to have an autograph book in which 
their friends and family members would write short notes of remembrance. Isaac and Clara both 
had such books, which were handed down to my grandfather, Lloyd William Roberts;2.6], and are 
now in my possession. I have included scans and transcripts of the pages from both Isaac's and 
Clara's autograph books in Appendixes 25.2 and 25.3, respectively.

Lloyd William Roberts was the oldest of two children born to Isaac Henry;25) and Clarissa "Clara" 
Lillian (Shrader) Roberts. He was born 6 Mar 1897 near Concordia, Cloud County, Kansas. His 
younger brother is Max Duane Roberts;27).'/2 

Lloyd's father was a successful teacher in Adams Township, Decatur County, Indiana for several 
years; however, in Dec 1896, just three months before Lloyd's birth, his parents decided to pull up 
stakes and move to where his mother had established her roots - Arion Township, Cloud County, 
Kansas. Why they moved is not known, but with a journey of over 700 miles ahead of them by 
horse and buggy, and Lloyd's mother about six months pregnant, they must have had a good 
reason to sell their belongings and make what must have been a difficult journey.?4 

After arriving in Cloud County, Lloyd's father took up farming as they prepared to welcome 
Lloyd into their home. I have found no record to indicate whether Lloyd's father rented property

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After Lloyd graduated from Pomona High School in 1915 (in a graduating class of four!), it 


seems he may have been ready to give up the farm life as he became the first of my direct line 


ancestors to attend college - his uncle, George Lucasi24), having been the first of Edward Robertsri] 


descendants to attend college. Lloyd enrolled at Kansas State Agricultural College in Manhattan, 


Kansas (KSAC, now Kansas State University) on 14 Sep 1915 where he studied civil engineering 


and was a member of the school's Civil Engineering Society. One local newspaper described him 


"as one of the best students in the engineering department" with most of his grades reflecting 


average to above average achievement. He graduated 27 May 1920 with a B.S. in Civil 


Engineering, but not before World War I caused a brief disruption to his plans.29;30,31,32 


All men who turned 21 years of age between 6 Jun 
1917 and 5 Jun 1918 were required to register for the 
draft. Lloyd fell into this range and registered on 5 Jun 
1918 while working during the summer for the Santa Fe 
Railroad in Topeka, Kansas. He was inducted into the 
Army 6 Jul 1918 in Manhattan and was sent to Camp 
Zachary Taylor, Kentucky for basic training with the 
45th Field Artillery Training Battery. His Serial Number 
was 996908. Even though Lloyd was inducted in July, 
the war was coming to an end. The Armistice was signed 
just four months later on 11 Nov 1918. Lloyd was

graduation, Lloyd accepted a position as a civil engineer with the Federal Bureau of Public Roads 


(predecessor to the present-day Federal Highway Administration) in Jacksboro, Jack County, 


Texas. His address was Box 183. Here, he met Louise Gay of Nevada, Collin County, Texas, a 1923 


graduate of the North Texas State Teachers College (now known as University of North Texas) and

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Louise's parents, Marvin Augustus and Minnie Pearl (Davis) Gay. For their honeymoon, they 
traveled to Kansas City, Nebraska, and Indiana, making a stop in Pomona, Kansas to visit Lloyd's 
parents. This was probably the first time Lloyd's parents met his new bride since they are not 
included in the list of guests in the wedding announcement, 27,38,39,40,41,42 

By 1929, Lloyd and Louise had moved to Houston, Texas where Lloyd was the Assistant 
Resident Engineer for the Texas State Highway Department, in charge of an office established to 
administer Public Works Administration Highway Dockets transferred to the Bureau of Public Roads. 
Louise was a public school teacher. Their address was 1235 West Bell Avenue, but by 1930, they 
had moved to 1249 Peden Avenue. On 7 Mar 1932, they welcomed their first child, Lloyd William 
("Bill") Roberts, Ir. гг], who was born at St. Joseph's Infirmary in Houston.43,44,45.46 

Sometime between 1932 and 1935, Lloyd was transferred to Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. It was 
here Lloyd and Louise welcomed their second child, daughter Mary Louise;29), on 14 Oct 1936. She 
was born at Saint Anthony Hospital. The family's first home in Oklahoma City was 836 NE 24th 
Street; however, by the time Mary Louise was born, they had moved into a new home at 1229 NW 
43rd Street. The family is still found in Oklahoma City as late as 1938 .,47,48,49,50 

In 1939 or 1940, Lloyd was transferred to Austin, Texas where the family took up residence at 
1303 Murray Lane. By about Aug 1940, however, Mary Louise seems to have rapidly become 
seriously ill with leukemia and was transferred to Houston, Texas for treatment. She passed away 
on 1 Sep 1940 of acute lymphatic leukemia of four weeks duration. Contributory causes were 
staphylococcus, meningitis, and bacteremia. Her death certificate notes that she had been in 
Houston for only one month prior to her death, and that her legal residence was Austin, Texas. 
While in Houston, the family rented a home at 2316 Wroxton Road for $45/month .51.52,53 

Presumably, Lloyd, Louise, and Bill returned to Austin shortly after Mary Louise's death; 
however, by 1942, the family had relocated back to Oklahoma City and initially rented a home at 
3421 North Dewey. On 15 Apr 1942, Lloyd and Louise purchased their home at 900 NW 38th 
Street. Lloyd spent the next 25 years in public service in Oklahoma City as a civil engineer for the 


Federal Bureau of Public Roads, first as Area Engineer, Design Engineer, District Engineer, and

at Val Gene's Restaurant in Oklahoma City on 31 
Mar 1967 and was attended by 95 guests.54/55,56,57,58,59,60,61 

Lloyd was 84 years old when he passed away 28 Oct 1981 at Saint Anthony Hospital in 
Oklahoma City. Cause of death is listed as advanced cerebral arteriosclerosis of one year duration. 
Funeral services were held at All Souls Episcopal Church in Oklahoma City on 30 Oct 1981, Father 
Robert Shaw officiating, with interment at the Rose Hill Abbey Mausoleum in Oklahoma City.59? He 
apparently died intestate, as no record of a will or probate is on file with the Oklahoma County 
Clerk's Office. 

Lloyd's grandchildren always referred to him as "Lloyd." I do not know why we never called him 
Papa, Grandpa, or another grandfatherly name. He enjoyed growing cherry tomatoes, each 
summer having a small stand of a dozen or so plants in his backyard flowerbed. He taught my 
brother and me how to mow, and even solicited a few mowing jobs in his Crown Heights 
neighborhood for us. Oftentimes, Saturday mornings were spent with him in Hills Barber Shop at 
NW 36th Street and Western Avenue in Oklahoma City getting haircuts before we set out to mow 
his and a few of his neighbors' yards. Afterwards, Lloyd treated us to hamburgers from the Split-T 
Charcoal Grill. 

After my father graduated from the University of Oklahoma, Lloyd became a season football 
ticket holder for many years and thoroughly enjoyed taking his grandchildren to OU football games 


on fall Saturday afternoons. I especially remember those times well, sitting in the football stadium

chew out the referees while Lloyd patiently explained the intricacies of football. In the late 1960s 
and early 1970s, a train would carry OU fans to Norman for the games, and once or twice each 
season, Lloyd treated us to a train ride to the game! 

Since I had decided in about 6th grade I wanted to be a meteorologist, weather was a constant 
focus of mine. On 30 Apr 1970, several tornadoes danced around the Oklahoma City area, one of 
which struck the Camelot housing addition. A few days later, Lloyd took me to the addition and 
other locations around Oklahoma City so I could take photographs of the damage for my 
Photography merit badge in Boy Scouts.“ 

Lloyd truly loved his grandchildren. He had a quiet demeanor, with a kind and gentle spirit that 
was brought to focus to me in 2014 - thirty-three years after his death. In September of that year, 
I hired a structural engineer to evaluate the house in which my family was living at the time. While 
talking with the engineer, we discovered that he had worked with Lloyd in one of his first jobs after 
receiving his engineering degree in the 1960s! He remembered Lloyd well, as being very kind and 
helpful to him in his new career. 

Our Roberts ancestors never wrote much about our family history, so it is a real treasure when 
something is found. In Nov 1975, Lloyd wrote a letter to his cousin, Leon Anspach Roberts (Leon 
Anspach Roberts > John W. Robertsy2;; > William Roberts; > John S. Robertsy4; > Edward 
Roberts;1]), summarizing a little bit of the Roberts family history he could remember from his 
childhood. Appendix 26.2 is a copy of that letter, as well as a transcription with additional details 


about some of the names and places mentioned. 


Biographical Sketch for Louise (Gay) Roberts5^/5,56,67,68 

Louise, known as "Mimi" by her grand- and great-grandchildren, was born 2 Jan 1904 in 
Nevada, Collin County, Texas, as the oldest of three children of Marvin Augustus and Minnie Pearl 
(Davis) Gay. Her younger siblings were brother Andrew McDonald Gay and sister Dorothy Mae Gay. 
Her father was a successful businessman in Nevada, owning the M. A. Gay Tin Shop, later known 
as M. A. Gay Roofing and Sheet Metal Company. 

Based on information in her transcript from North Texas State Normal College (now known as 
University of North Texas), she attended summer school there in 1921 and graduated from Denton, 
Texas High School in December 1921 after completing the 10th grade, a month prior to her 18th 
birthday. She completed her studies at North Texas State in June 1923 and began her long

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teaching career in the Jacksboro, Texas schools, where she met her future husband, Lloyd 
Robertsi2es1. 

Mimi had a long career with the Oklahoma City Public Schools, first with Britton Elementary 
School in 1943 and ending in 1969 after having taught 4th grade at Horace Mann Elementary 
School for 24 years. Lloyd and Louise enjoyed traveling extensively, having visited Canada, Mexico, 
and, while Billtzs; was stationed in Germany, several European countries. She had a green thumb 
and spent hours in her large, backyard flowerbeds tending to her roses and irises. After a long and 
fruitful life of 92 years, she passed away in Oklahoma City on 13 Feb 1996 while I was at her side. 
She was interred next to Lloydri2s] in the Rose Hill Abbey Mausoleum in Oklahoma City on 17 Feb 
1996. 

A bit of a mystery about Mimi was discovered during my research. We always knew her as 
Louise Gay Roberts; however, Lloyd's transcript of the Isaac & Clara Roberts Family Bible identifies 
her as Susan Louise Gay (See Figure 25.1). What are we 
to make of this? 

Her birth record, completed at the actual time of 
birth, only identifies her as "Gay." This suggests her 
parents had not named her at the time of her birth. She 
is also identified as Louise Gay on her North Texas State 
transcript, State of Texas Teachers Permanent 
Certificate, her marriage license and certificate, and her 
delayed birth certificate issued in 1955.

I have taken too long to answer this letter, but hope the information will do you some good in 
getting up information on the Roberts family. 


Uncle George"? had 2 children, Paul and Miriam.“ I never met Paul but Miriam was married to 
Robin Z. family”? and they were living in Kansas City at the time of Miriam's death. Louise and I 
visited them in their home at least once. So far as I know Robin is still alive and the last address I 
had to reach him is:

They had one son, George’?, who was somewhat retarded and he lives with Robin and holds a job. 
They had a daughter, Dottie"^ who I believe lives in Atlanta, Georgia and her husband? is with 
Procter & Gamble. Robin was with the same firm and I think had a pretty high position. I think 
Miriam is buried in the Greensburg, Indiana cemetery. At the end of World War £1 I was 
discharged from the Army at Camp Taylor near Louisville, Kentucky and I went up to visit Candace 
and Win at Greensburg.” Then about 1947 Louise, Bill & I went up to Canada and came back by 
Greensburg and spent the night with Candace. We tried to look you up in Lansing and found your 
place of business“, but you were closed for the day and we left early the next morning. I am not 
sure that Grandma Roberts/? was born in Indiana. You will notice her maiden name was Sarah 
Christie. Papa’? had a cousin named Grant Christie9? living in Belleville, Kansas which is located in 
the next county north of Cloud County of which Concordia is the County seat. I remember when I 
was a little kid we drove up to Belleville and visited the Grant Christie family and since it was 25 or 
30 miles it was quite a trip in the horse and buggy days. But I never heard of any other Christies in 
that part of the country, so I don't know how Grant Christie got out there or where any of his 
descendants live now. Belleville is the County Seat of Republic County which borders on the 
Nebraska Line.

Max Duane Roberts was the youngest of two children born to Isaac Max Duane Roberts 
Henry;25] and Clara "Clarissa" Lillian (Shrader) Roberts. He was born 9 LE со 
Sep 1898 near Concordia, Cloud County, Kansas. His older brother is 
Lloyd William Robertsi2ej.* 

Max's father was a successful teacher in Adams Township, Decatur County, Indiana for several 
years; however, in Dec 1896, just three months before brother Lloyd's birth, his parents decided to 
pull up stakes and move to where his mother had established her roots - Arion Township, Cloud 
County, Kansas. Why they moved is not known, but with a journey of over 700 miles ahead of 
them by horse and buggy, and Max's mother about six months pregnant, they must have had a 
good reason to sell their belongings and make what must have been a difficult journey.?? 

After arriving in Cloud County, Max's father took up farming as they prepared to welcome their 
first child into their home. I have found no record to indicate whether Max's father rented property 
upon arriving in Cloud County, or if his parents moved in with his mother's parents, William Eliod 
and Mary Ann (Bennett) Shrader. In 1899, Max's father purchased 120 acres of land, described as 
the N/2, SW/4 and SW/4, SW/4 of Section 1, T7S, RAW in Cloud County. The land was adjacent to 
land owned by his father-in-law. It is certainly reasonable to assume the Roberts boys, when they 
were old enough, helped their father, who was also the Arion Township treasurer, with the farm

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The Roberts family remained in Cloud County until 1909. In March of that year, Max's father 
sold his land and on 10 Apr 1909, purchased 160 acres of farmland a few miles east of Pomona, 
Franklin County, Kansas, comprised of the SW/4 of Section 33, T16S, R18E. The land is located at 
the northeast corner of what is now State Highway 68 and Delaware Road. It was on their father's 
"Sunny Top Farm" that Lloyd and Max spent most of their youth and really began learning about 
farming. Their father grew various grains, grasses, and hay; raised dairy cattle to produce butter 
and milk for sale; raised chickens to produce eggs for sale; and raised various forms of livestock - 
cattle for sale, horses, mules, pigs, and lambs. Water for the farm was provided by a 60-foot deep, 
windmill-powered water well.10,11,12,13,14,15,16,17,18,19,20,21 

The corn grown on the Roberts farm was exceptionally good. Both Lloyd and Max entered the 
Franklin County Corn Contest in 1911. Lloyd won the Franklin County and Hutchinson State Fair 
corn contests in 1913 and 1914 with Boone County White corn. Max won second place at the State 
Fair in 1914 with Yellow Dent corn and participated at the State Farmer's Institute in Dec 
19 14.22,23,24,25,26,27 

Lloyd graduated from Pomona High School in 1915, so it is reasonable to presume Max 
graduated the following year. Growing up on the family farm, agriculture seems to have been in 
Max's blood, as he entered Kansas State Agricultural College (KSAC, now Kansas State University) 
in Manhattan, Kansas, on 8 Jan 1917, and graduated 29 May 1924, earning a Bachelor of Science 
in Agriculture. While at KSAC, Max participated in the Block and Brindle Club, the Agricultural 
Association, and the Junior Stock Judging Team. He traveled to Denver, Colorado in Jan 1923 for 
the National Western Livestock Show and in April of that year, he placed second in the Hog Division 
at the annual Block and Bridle Club stock judging contest in Manhattan, Kansas?979,30,31,32 

Max registered for the World War I draft on 12 Sep 1918, but volunteered for the Student Army 


Training Corps program at KSAC, to which he was assigned between October and December 1918.

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His Serial Number was 5270017. With the Armistice being signed on 11 Nov 1918 ending the War, 
Max was never called to active duty.33,34,35 

On October 7, 1928, Max married Verna S. Kuebler at her home in Pomona, Kansas. Verna was 
the daughter of John W. and Anna M. Kuebler, who were neighbors of the Roberts family, as John 
owned the quarter section immediately north of Max's father. The 1930 census notes that Max 
owned his home and was employed as a farmer; however, by 1932, according to his obituary, Max 
appears to have resigned from farming. On 2 Apr 1934, Max and Verna welcomed their only child 
into their home, Max Keith, who was born in the family farm house.25;37,38 

Sometime between 1937 and 1940, the Max Roberts family moved from Pomona to 512 North 
Main Street in Saint John, Stafford County, Kansas where Max worked for the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture's Farm Security Administration as a supervisor of farm loans. They remained in Saint 
John until approximately 1958 when they are found living at 1425 Legore Lane in Manhattan, Riley 
County, Kansas. Max continued his work with the Farm Security Administration through at least 
1961, before retiring and moving back to Franklin County, Kansas, where he purchased a home at 
1015 South Ash in Ottawa.329/40,41,42,43,44,45 

Max and Verna remained in their Ottawa home until Max's death at the age of 82 on 31 Dec 
1980. He passed away at the Saint Luke's Hospital in Kansas City, Jackson County, Missouri of 
metastatic melanoma and was buried 3 Jan 1981 at the Highland Cemetery in Ottawa, Kansas. 
Verna passed away 17 years later and is buried next to her husband.4647:48,49 

According to Max's obituary, he was a member of the First United Methodist Church in Ottawa, 
the What-So-Ever-McDuffie Sunday School class at the church, Ottawa Lions Club, National 
Association of Retired Federal Employees, and McKinley Lodge No. 41, AF and AM (Ancient Free

Lloyd William ("Bill") Roberts, Jr., father of this author, was the oldest of the two children of 
Lloyd William and Louise (Gay) Roberts. He was born at the Saint Joseph's Infirmary in Houston, 
Harris County, Texas on 7 Mar 1932.!? 

Bill's parents were married 7 Apr 1925 in Denton, Denton County, Texas at the home of his 
maternal grandparents, Marvin Augustus and Minnie Pearl (Davis) Gay. His parents were both 
living in Jacksboro, Jack County, Texas when they married. His father was a civil engineer with the 
Federal Bureau of Public Roads and his mother was a public school teacher.“ 

By 1929, the Roberts family had moved to Houston, Texas where Lodz was the Assistant 
Resident Engineer for the Texas State Highway Department and Louise was a public school teacher. 
Their residence was 1249 Peden Avenue. It was here they welcomed Dad into their home on 7 Mar 
1932. Sometime between 1932 and 1935, Lloyd was transferred to Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 
where Dad's sister, Mary Louisej29], was born at Saint Anthony Hospital on 14 Oct 1936. The

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was born, the family was living at 1229 NW 43rd Street and is still found in Oklahoma City as late 
as 1938.678 

In 1939 or 1940, Lloyd was transferred to 
Austin, Texas where the family took up residence 
at 1303 Murray Lane. By about Aug 1940, 
however, Mary Louise had become seriously ill with 


leukemia and was transferred to Houston, Texas 


for treatment. While in Houston, the family rented 
a home at 2316 Wroxton Road. Sadly, Mary Louise 
passed away at nearly 4 years of age at 12:40 am 
on 1 Sep 1940 at the St. Joseph Infirmary in 
Houston of acute lymphatic leukemia of four weeks 
duration.

Mary Louise's death seems to have had a profound effect on the family, as she was rarely 
mentioned (a few pictures are the only memory we have of her) and Dad never wanted to talk 
much about his childhood, so details of his youth are very sketchy. This may also explain why the 
marker for her gravesite was not set until May 1973.12 

Presumably, the Roberts family returned to Austin shortly after Mary Louise's death; however, 
by 1942, they had relocated back to Oklahoma City, initially living at 3421 North Dewey. Lloydrej 
and Louise purchased their home at 900 NW 38th Street in Apr 1942. Dad attended Horace Mann 
Elementary School, where Louise taught 4th grade. He entered Classen High School in Sep 1945 
and was a good student, earning mostly As and Bs.

Lloyd and Louise had high ambitions for Dad. As early as 
1945, his freshman year of high school, it appears they 
were in contact with Shattuck Military School in Faribault, 
Minnesota, inquiring about him attending school there. In 
the summer of 1947, after Dad's sophomore year at 
Classen, Lloyd made application for him to attend Shattuck, 
beginning his junior year of high school. The application 
states that Dad had a special interest in medicine and 
science, and that he would be attending Shattuck as 
preparation for entering medical school in the Fall of 1949. 
Receiving a copy of the application is the first my siblings 
and I had ever heard of plans for him to attend medical 
school.

2632 NW 56th Street. The Roberts family remained in this home until Feb 1976.21,22,23,24,25 

After working for my grandfather, Dad worked as an independent insurance agent before going 
to work at the Clare Williams Insurance Agency in Oklahoma City. He purchased that Agency in Apr 
1968, then merged with the Whittington Insurance Agency of Oklahoma City on 1 Feb 1972, where 
he continued to service the Clare Williams policies. He resigned from that agency in 1975 or 
1976.28 

Mom and Dad divorced on 1 May 1985 and Dad moved to Dallas, Texas where he met Linda 
Starr (Smiley) Hensley. They were married 25 Oct 1985 and divorced 28 Jan 1998. After their 
divorce, Dad remained in Dallas until he returned to Oklahoma City in Feb 2008 due to failing 
health. He passed away 22 May 2014 of pneumonia at the Norman, Oklahoma Veterans Center at 
the age of 82 years.

By 1929, Lloyd and Louise had moved to Houston, 
Texas where Lloyd was the Assistant Resident Engineer for the Texas State Highway Department 
and Louise was a public school teacher. It was here they welcomed their first child, Lloyd William 
("Bill") Roberts, Jr. asi on 7 Mar 1932. Sometime between 1932 and 1935, Lloyd was transferred to 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, where Mary Louise was born at Saint Anthony Hospital on 14 Oct 1936. 
At the time of Mary Louise's birth, the family was living at 1229 NW 43rd Street and is still found in 
Oklahoma City as late as 1938.9/78 

In 1939 or 1940, Lloyd was transferred to Austin, Texas where the family took up residence at 
1303 Murray Lane. By about Aug 1940, however, Mary Louise became seriously ill with leukemia 
and was transferred to Houston, Texas for treatment. While in Houston, the family rented a home 
at 2316 Wroxton Road. Sadly, Mary Louise passed away at nearly 4 years of age at 12:40 am on 1 
Sep 1940 at the St. Joseph Infirmary in Houston of acute lymphatic leukemia of four weeks 
duration. Contributory causes were staphylococcus, meningitis, and bacteremia. It seems the onset 
of her illness must have been very rapid as her death certificate notes that she had been in 


Houston for only one month prior to her death. Later that day, she was transferred by MKT

Her 
funeral was 3 Sep 1940 at the St. Barnabas Episcopal Church in Denton, Texas with burial in Lot 2, 
Block 24, Division U of the Denton, Texas IOOF Cemetery (now known as Roselawn Memorial 
Park).° 

Mary Louise's death must have had a profound effect on the family, which may explain why the 
marker for her gravesite was not set until May 1973. Very little was spoken of her by either her 
parents or her brother. A few photos are the only memory we have.!?

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Appendix C - Covey, Davis, and Zilhart Family Bible 


Records 


These records were handed down by my paternal grandmother, Louise (Gay) Roberts and 
appear to be from family bibles belonging to her Covey, Davis, and Zilhart ancestors. These three 
families came together when Louise's maternal grandfather, Andrew McDonald Davis (1849-1916) 
married Susan Nancy Zilhart (1852-1918) in 1872. Susan's parents are Britton White Zilhart 
(1821-1870) and Nancy Covey (1827-1899). 

The Covey records document the family of Louise's 2nd great grandparents, Joshua David 
Covey (1796-1873) and Lydia Adamson Covey (1797-1855). Because they document Joshua and 
Lydia's births, their marriage, the births of their 13 children, and some of the grandchildren, I 
believe the records came from a family bible belonging to Joshua and Lydia in which they started 
recording their family soon after their marriage in 1815. 

The Davis records document the births and marriages of some of the children and grandchildren 
of Louise's maternal grandparents, Andrew McDonald Davis and Susan Nancy Zilhart. 

The Zilhart records document the family of Louise's great grandparents, Britton White Zilhart 
and Nancy Covey, their 4 children and spouses, their Davis grandchildren by daughter Susan Nancy 
Zilhart and her husband Andrew McDonald Davis, and Britton's sister, Mary Jo Zilhart. My 
grandmother also handed down a bible which was published in 1851 and is in extremely poor 
condition. There are no annotations identifying its previous ownership; however, I believe these 
Zilhart records came from the bible as the records are the right size and have the same aged 
appearance as the pages in the bible. Since the first births recorded are of Britton and Nancy 
(Covey) Zilhart and their marriage is the first recorded marriage, I surmise the bible was originally 
owned by them, and probably obtained around time of the birth of their first child, daughter Susan 
Nancy Zilhart, in 1852 to start recording their family.

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Appendix D - Military Service of Direct Ancestors

James served three enlistments, totaling about 18 months, between 1777 and 1780. His only 
battle was the Battle of Camden (South Carolina) in Aug 1780. In this battle, even though the 
Continentals had a two-to-one numerical advantage over the British troops, it was a resounding 
defeat for the Continentals. A significant number of the Continental troops suffered from dysentery 
and were unable to fight or to be effective in battle. About half the Continentals were killed or 


taken prisoner. It was the worst American defeat at the time. 


4. Samuel Covey (Jon A. Roberts > Lloyd William Roberts, Jr.[2s; > Louise Gay > Minnie Pearl 
Davis » Susan Nancy Zilhart » Nancy Covey » Joshua David Covey » Samuel Covey) 

Samuel served three enlistments, totaling about 4 1/2 to 5 years of service. His initial 
enlistment began in 1777 when he was 16 years old, living in Dutchess County, New York. Since he 
was in the neighborhood of a landing of British troops, he was placed in "minute man" status, 


subject to being called to duty at any time. He later was involved in the pursuit of hostile Indians. 
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He then moved to Washington County, Virginia where he entered the Virginia Militia as a substitute 
and participated in the Battle of King's Mountain in Oct 1780. After King's Mountain, he returned to 
Virginia, and again volunteered for service in which he pursued the Cherokee Indians down the 


Holston and French Broad Rivers until they arrived at the Cherokee Nation in North Carolina. 


5. Achilles Jackson Eubank (Jon A. Roberts > Virginia Lee Pollard > Laura Jeanette Massie > 
William Ambrose Massie > Frederica D. Eubank > Ambrose Bullock Eubank > Achilles Jackson 
Eubank) 

Achilles served five enlistments, totaling about 19 1/2 months, between 1777 and 1781. Until 
1781, his enlistments mostly involved guarding the frontier and scouting duties in both Kentucky 
and Virginia. In Mar 1781, he was an infantryman and participated in the Battle of Guilford 
Courthouse in what is now Greensborough, North Carolina. His final enlistment began in Sep 1781 
in which he served as a waggoner driving General Muhlenberg's forage wagon during the siege on 
Yorktown. He was present when Lord Cornwallis surrendered at Yorktown on 19 Oct 1781, ending 


the last major battle of the American Revolution and cementing America's independence. 


6. Thomas B. Massie (Jon A. Roberts > Virginia Lee Pollard > Laura Jeanette Massie > William 
Ambrose Massie > Jesse Massie > William R. Massie > Thomas B. Massie) 

Thomas served two enlistments. The first was for three months service, beginning in Sep 1780 
while in Campbell County, Virginia. He saw no battle during this period. His second enlistment was 
in May to Sep 1781 when he was posted to the Clinch Mountains of Virginia to serve as an Indian 


spy and protect the frontier from the Shawnee Indians. 


7. Charles Stewart (Jon A. Roberts > Lloyd William Roberts, Јг.г28) > Lloyd William Roberts;26] > 
Isaac Henry Roberts;25] > William Robertsi11; > John S. Roberts;4] > Rose Stewart > Charles 
Stewart) 

Charles served two tours totaling approximately 47 months of service. His first enlistment was 
in 1775 to 1776 for 18 months. While living in Spotsylvania County, Virginia he volunteered with 
the 1st Regiment, Virginia Line and was marched to Hobb's Hole, Virginia. From there, he went into 
"marine service" (the early USMC) in the neighboring capes and bays. He then reenlisted in the 1st 
Regiment in Dec 1776 for three years' service, but did not see any battle. After two bouts of 
sickness in which he was furloughed both times to recover his health, he was finally discharged 17 
May 1779. 


Kentucky Militia (Cornstalk Militia) 
Prior to statehood on 1 Jun 1792, Kentucky was the westernmost county of the State of 


Virginia. The writers of Kentucky's Constitution recognized the need for an effective military in the 
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new state due to Indian attacks and the open frontier the state possessed. Furthermore, many of 
the writers of the state Constitution were veterans of the Revolutionary War and understood the 
need for an effective militia force. Thus, they ensured a clause was writing into the Constitution 
that "[t]he freemen of this Commonwealth shall be armed and disciplined for its defense..." This 


militia became known as the Cornstalk Militia. 


1. Achilles Jackson Eubank and son, Ambrose Bullock Eubank (Jon A. Roberts > Virginia Lee 
Pollard > Laura Jeanette Massie > William Ambrose Massie > Frederica D. Eubank > Ambrose 
Bullock Eubank > Achilles Jackson Fubank) 

By 1793, the Kentucky militia had been organized into two Divisions, four Brigades, and 21 
Regiments. Men from Clark County, Kentucky composed the 17th Regiment, 3rd Brigade, 2nd 
Division. Achilles served with the 17th Regiment from 1793 and received his Commission as a 
Major on 5 Dec 1799. Ambrose later joined his father in the 17th Regiment, receiving his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant on 2 Aug 1802. He was promoted to Captain on 9 Oct 1808 and 
Major on 10 Dec 1811. 


Cherokee War (1836 - 1839) 

The foundation for the Cherokee War began in the early 1800s when the migration of the 
Cherokee toward the west began. Some migrated voluntarily due to the encroachment of white 
men into their lands. With the discovery of gold in northern Georgia in the late 1820s and the 
resulting gold fever, the government believed it was time to "remove" the Cherokee to points 
further west. The Indian Removal Act was signed into law by President Andrew Jackson on May 28, 
1830, authorizing the President to grant unsettled lands west of the Mississippi in exchange for 
Indian lands within existing state borders. In 1835, under the Treaty of New Echota, some 
Cherokee leaders agreed to accept western land and payment in exchange for relocation. Other 
Cherokee, under the leadership of Chief John Ross, refused to leave their homelands east of the 
Mississippi. As a result, the U.S. Army began enforcing the Removal Act in 1838, forcibly removing 
the Cherokee from their homes in North Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia, to Indian 
Territory in what is now the state of Oklahoma. About 20,000 Cherokee were forcibly marched 
westward at gunpoint and about 4,000 died of disease, starvation, or exposure. Because of the 
tragic nature of this journey, the Cherokee called it "nu na hi du na tlo hi lu i" which literally 
translates to "the trail where they cried." It has since become known as the "Trail of Tears." 

Cherokee driven from their homes in Georgia and North Carolina arrived in Tennessee and were 
held at one of two removal camps, Ross's Landing (near present-day Chattanooga) and Fort Cass, 
in present-day Charleston. Fort Cass was the largest removal camp, covering an area of about 48 


square miles. Approximately 7,000 Cherokee were held here before moving on to Indian Territory. 
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1. Jesse S. McDonald Davis (Jon A. Roberts > Lloyd William Roberts, J. s) > Louise Gay > 
Minnie Pearl Davis > Andrew McDonald Davis > Jesse S. McDonald Davis) 

Few records of Jesse's service exist at the National Archives. The records I have obtained show 
Jesse joined the 1st Regiment, Tennessee Infantry on 15 May 1838 for a period of three months. 
He was mustered out 12 Jul 1838 at Fort Cass. As noted above, Fort Cass was one of the removal 
camps where the Cherokee were held before they continued to Indian Territory. Nothing in Jesse's 


service records identify his roll at Fort Cass. 


Civil War - Confederacy 
1. James Henry Owens (Jon A. Roberts > Virginia Lee Pollard > James Roston Pollard > Allie B. 
Owens > James Henry Owens) 

James enlisted in Company C, 15th Regiment, Texas Cavalry on 25 Feb 1862 in Dallas, Texas 
and served a total of about two years. His first battle was the Battle of Orient Ferry on the Black 
River in Arkansas on 18 Jul 1862. After this battle, the 15th was ordered to Fort Hindman, 
Arkansas to augment Confederate forces already there, arriving in late July. 

On 10 Jul 1863, Union naval vessels began a bombardment of Fort Hindman, and the Battle of 
Arkansas Post was on. The Confederate forces at Fort Hindman were not able to hold off a Union 
ground attack on 11 Jul, and ultimately surrendered. The Confederate forces, including James, 
were taken prisoner. The enlisted prisoners were taken to Camp Douglas, located just outside of 
the city limits of Chicago, Illinois. 

The first leg of the trip to Camp Douglas was on the Mississippi River from Arkansas Post to 
Benton Barracks in St. Louis and took approximately two weeks. The conditions aboard the 
transport ships were horrible as about 5,500 men (Union soldiers and their Confederate prisoners) 
were crammed onto the Sam Gaty, the John J. Row, and the Nebraska - "three of the poorest 
steamboats in the fleet" according to a report from a Union Commander. During that two-week 
period, "the weather [was] colder than it had ever been known" and the men were crowded 
together "worse than a humane man would crowd cattle on a voyage to the shambles." Sickness 
was rampant. Union and Confederate soldiers lay side by side on the floors, sick with fevers, 
pneumonia, measles, smallpox, and chronic diarrhea. Excretion pails were overflowing and ran 
along the floors of the cabins. The stench was horrific. Sick men were left at stops in Memphis, 
Tennessee, Cairo, Illinois, and Arsenal Island, just south of St. Louis. This Union Commander noted 
that "the human suffering during the trip exceeded anything [he had] ever witnessed in the same 
length of time." 

Camp Douglas was one of the largest POW camps in the Union. It was located between what is 
now Martin Luther King Drive on the west and Cottage Grove Avenue on the east, 36th Street on 
the south and 31st Street on the north. It was a notorious Union prison that set records for 


mortality rates of those imprisoned there. Conditions were so horrendous that at the conclusion of 
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the war, nearly 20% of the prisoners held at Camp Douglas had died. James endured just over two 
months at Camp Douglas before being paroled 3 Apr 1863 and delivered at City Point, Virginia on 
10 Apr 1863. Afterward, he participated in additional battles with the 15th between Oct 1863 and 
Jun 1864. 


2. David Peoples Pollard (Jon A. Roberts > Virginia Lee Pollard > James Roston Pollard > David 
Onan Pollard > David Peoples Pollard) 

David enlisted in Company B, 5th Battalion, Alabama Infantry Volunteers (Calhoun 
Sharpshooters) on 19 Aug 1861 in Calhoun County, Alabama and was promoted to Corporal on 1 
May 1862. According to the Alabama Department of Archives and History, David was present at the 
following engagements: Gaines' Mill (1862); Frazier's Farm (1862); Cedar Run (1862); Manassas 
Junction (1862); Ox Hill (1862); Harpers Ferry (1862); Snickers Gap (no date); Fredericksburg 
(1862); Chancellorsville (1863); and Gettysburg (1863). Summarizing each of these battles is 
beyond the scope of this introduction; however, his service at Gettysburg is worth noting. 

The main battle at Gettysburg was fought during the afternoon of 3 Jul 1863. After enduring a 
heavy round of cannon fire, about 12,000 Confederates were given the order to charge forward 
toward the center of the Union lines at Cemetery Ridge. Archer's Brigade and the 5th Alabama led 
the assault, which has since become known as Pickett's Charge. The attack was ultimately repulsed 
by Union rifle and artillery fire, with a great loss of Confederate lives. Lieutenant William F. Fulton 
of Company A, 5th Alabama provided a first-hand account of Pickett's Charge, as follows: "On and 
on [the Confederates] move, the Yankee lines pouring in their fire at every step, men falling on 
every side. But the [Confederate] line is never broken and their pace is not slackened until they 
reach the enemy's lines and here amid smoke and carnage the deadly work goes on until our men 
are forced by the overwhelming odds to fall back. The color bearer of the Fifth Alabama is shot 
down, the flag falls to the ground. Private Bullock of Co. "C" raises it again. He is shot. Then 
private Manning of Co. "B" lifts it again and as it floats out on the breeze Manning is killed. Then 
private Gilbert of Co. "A" seizes it and succeeds in bearing it to the rear to where we were forced to 
retreat. This was a bloody charge. Many poor fellows were left stretched upon the field, dead or 
severely wounded. Four regimental flags were left in the hands of the enemy. Col. Fry was severely 
wounded." 

David was wounded and captured during Pickett's Charge. He told his grandchildren he was 
shot in the hip. His civil war records show he was taken to Hammond U. S. Army Hospital at Point 
Lookout, Maryland, arriving there on 12 Jul 1863. According to hospital records, he remained in the 
hospital until 8 Oct 1863 when he was transferred to the prisoner of war camp at Point Lookout, 
Maryland. He remained a POW until 24 Feb 1865 when he was transferred to Aiken's Landing, 


Virginia for exchange. After his release, he claimed to have walked from Virginia back to Georgia. 
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I am unable to find any Civil War record of David after exchange; however, he told his 
grandchildren that after exchange, he returned to service for the Confederacy until the surrender 
on 10 Jul 1865. He also relayed stories of marching through Pennsylvania with people on the sides 
of the roads spitting on them and throwing stones at them. Food was very scarce, so they resorted 


to eating parched corn and using it for coffee. 


3. Britton White Zilhart (Jon A. Roberts > Lloyd William Roberts, J. S/ > Louise Gay > Minnie 
Pearl Davis > Susan Nancy Zilhart > Britton White Zilhart) 

The only record of Britton's Civil War service is a Texas Muster Roll Index Card stating he 
enlisted in the Bonham Dragoons, Independent Mounted Volunteers, 14th Brigade, Texas Militia on 
19 Jul 1861 at Bonham, Texas. I have found no record of actual military engagement or when he 
was discharged from service. 

The Bonham Dragoons were mounted volunteers with the Texas Militia, which was not part of 
the Confederate Army. The unit was organized under a 15 Feb 1858 Texas law incorporating all 
"Military Uniformed Companies now organized, or to be organized in the State." Essentially, this 
law gave the affected Companies powers similar to a state — develop a Constitution and by-laws, 
sue and be sued, hold courts and administer punishments, and other authorities. They were not 
subject to the Confederate Army draft, but served independently. If the Confederate draft was 
insufficient to provide the men needed, then these Companies could be selected by lot to overcome 
the deficiency. If they were called to duty with the Confederate Army, they were subject to the 


authorities of the State of Texas. 


Civil War - Union 
1. William Eliod Shrader (Jon A. Roberts > Lloyd William Roberts, ЈГ. гв > Lloyd William 
Roberts;26] > Clarissa Lillian Shrader > William Eliod Shrader) 

William enlisted in Company A, 141st Ohio National Guard Infantry on 2 May 1864 at New 
England, Ohio for 100 days service. He was mustered in on 11 May 1864 at Gallipolis, Ohio. His 
Civil War records from the National Archives do not identify any military engagements in which 
William participated; however, a 4 May 1883 article in the Concordia (KS) Blade identifies William 
as having been a "teamster" for the Army of Tennessee during the Civil War. Teamsters drove 
wagons and were also called waggoneers. 

William's Company was mustered out on 3 Sep 1864 at Gallipolis, Ohio and for his services, he 
was to receive $21.71 in pay; however, William was not present for mustering out. He had been 
AWOL since 1 Sep 1864 and was dishonorably discharged at that time by his Commanding Officer. 
In 1907, it was determined that the actions of his Commanding Officer to dishonorably discharge 


him "was taken under a misapprehension of the powers of the mil[itary] authorities" and that "the 
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final record of this soldier is that of a deserter." Why William would have gone AWOL two days 


before he would have been discharged is a mystery! 
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
